Gentlemen, 

I now  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Farnborough  Rural  District  for  the  yearf  1908T|  During 
the  year  there  have  been  reported  to  me  ten  cases  of  Infectious  disease, 
five  of  Scarlatina  and  five  of  Diphtheria  ; all  the  houses  in  which  the 
Scarlatina  cases  occurred  were  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  there  have 
been  no  cases  for  several  months.  The  Diphtheria  cases  all  occurred 
at  the  Convent  School,  Avon  Dassett,  the  children  were  treated  with 
Anti-Diphtheritic  serum,  and  there  were  no  more  cases ; the  School  has 
since  been  thoroughly  disinfected.  I have  from  time  to  time  visited  the 
various  parts  of  the  District  and  am  able  to  report  that  it  is  at  present  in  a 
thoroughly  satisfactory  condition.  The  Bakehouses,  Slaughterhouses, 
Dairies,  Workshops  and  Workplaces,  Drainage,  Sewage  disposal,  which 
is  chiefly  of  the  conservancy  system,  have  been  inspected. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  satisfactory ; in  two  of  the  Villages  it  is 
brought  from  a distance,  in  the  other  four  it  is  obtained  from  springs. 
There  are  no  factories  in  the  District,  which  is  made  up  of  Rural 
Parishes. 

There  were  43  births  during  the  year,  of  which  19  were  males  and 
24  females,  giving  a birthrate  of  27.  92  as  compared  with  26  and  17.3  last 
year.  The  deaths  were  23  in  number,  11  males  and  12  females,  giving  a 
deathrate  of  14.  93  as  compared  with  20  and  13.3.  Three  deaths  occur- 
red under  one  year  , giving  an  infantile  death  rate  of  69.  76  per  thousand 
births.  One  death  occurred  between  1 and  5 years,  one  between  15  and 
25,  9 between  25  and  65,  and  9 at  65  and  upwards.  One  was  caused  by 
Scarlatina,  one  by  Pneumonia,  one  by  whooping  cough,  one  by  acute 
Rheumatism,  two  by  Phthisis,  the  rest  by  old  age  and  other  causes. 

Seventy-one  nuisances  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  your 
Inspector,  of  which  forty-six  have  been  rectified.  There  is  no  Isolation 
Hospital  in  the  District,  and  all  infectious  cases  have  to  be  treated  at 
home. 
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
